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DETAILED ACTION 

Remarks 

1 . In view of amendments and Applicant's arguments, the Examiner withdraws the 
rejection under 35 USC 1 03(a) to claims 1,2,6 and 1 5. The cancellation of claims 3-5 
and 8 has been acknowledged. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claim 1 is a generic claim and allowable. Therefore, claims 7 and 9-14 are 
rejoined and considered as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1,2,6,7 and 9-1 5 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record does not show a rotary actuator as 
described in claim 1 wherein the permanent magnet having two circumferential end 
portions and one circumferential center portion, and the radial thickness of the 
permanent magnet at the circumferential end portions being smaller than the radial 
thickness of the permanent magnet at the circumferential center portion, wherein the 
distance from the radial outline of the circumferential center portion of the salient pole 
to the rotation center of the rotor core being smaller than the distance from the radial 
outline of the circumferential end portions of the salient pole to the rotation center of the 
rotor core, and wherein the angle between the line connecting one of circumferential 
outlines of a salient pole and the rotation center of the rotor core and the line connecting 
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the other circumferential outline of the same salient pole and the rotation center of the 
rotor core being an obtuse angle.
